Mr. Taft's eight years of history 
making utility upon the bench of the 
Sixth federal circuit, during most of 
which period bo was presiding Judge, 
were prefaced by three years of high 
acconipllshiueut as solicitor general of 
the United Stntes. President Harrl- 
bou picked him to be the legal repre- 
sentative of the United States In ac- 
tive litigation In 1800, when be was 
only thirty-three yeurs old and still bad 
throe yours of his elective term upou 
the sui<orli>r court bench In Ulilo to 
nerve. Solicitor general of the United 
Stutes at thirty-three! Scarcely more 
than a Isiy In years ns ripened matu- 
rity Is reckoned ami already dnlug 
deeds of national momeut- deeds of 
International moment, to be exact, for 
Inside of two weeks of taking the 
oath he bnd put up to him the defense 
of the government in the Alaska seal 
fisheries controversy, at which the 
courts and the diplomats of three coun- 
tries the United States, Ungland and 
Canada— had been dinging for fourteen 
years. 

Briefly the sum and substance of it 
was this; We bad captured and con- 
demned to be sold the Canadian 
schoouer Say ward for Illegal sealing In 
Alaska wutors. England and Canada 
supported the claim of the owner for 
damages, which we rejected. Pend- 
1 left arbitration the case was brought 
unexpectedly Ivefore the supreme court. 
It was clever tactics on the other fel- 
low's part, aud it put us in rather a 
pickle. While Canada would not lie 
bound by an adverse decision if the 
case went against her— that is, she 
would not lie compelled to accept the 
decision as Anal— should we loae the 
fact of our losing In our own court 
would count against us. 

The new solicitor general sailed In. 
Ho road the documents. He clutched 
and held fast. When he emerged from 
the murk of International Jaw, trestles, 
precedent and kindred clarities he had 
a 800 page brief ready to present to 
the court. It won for him and for the 
United States against two of the best 
lawyers In the land— Joseph H. Choate 
aud Calderon Carlisle, Jr. 

Then It fell to him to defend the 
McKinley bill In au action brought by 
an importing firm who objected to 
paying higher duties imposed by tbe 
bill and pleaded that Speaker Reed's 
way of counting a quorum, by which 
tactics the bill had passed the house 
of representatives, was unconstitution- 
al. The Importers urged that enough 
members present lu the house, al- 
though constituting a numerical quo- 
rum, could break a quorum by not 
votltig. t 

"If Voting and not present Is neces- 
sary to make a quorum, why Is the 
speaker oni|mwercd to employ the ser- 
geant at arms of the house to eompel 
alisetitees to attend with the object of 
making a quorum?" queried Mr So- 
licitor General Taft. The McKinley 
Mil wus saved. 

The young solicitor general won, 
won, won and kept on winning for the 
government for the two years he was 
in office. Then President Harrison 
set him upon what Mr. Taft felt would 
lie the track leading to his real urnbl- 
tion— the supreme court tieueb. He 
named him as circuit Judge. Judge 
Taft accepted unhesitatingly. He did 
it In face of the well meant advice of 
friends who wanted him to be a money 
ranker. Attractive partnerships were 
proposed to him by big law Units, part- 
nerships that meant y+o.OOU, .<'().( ««» 
ami ypHMim a year. The emoluments 
of the bench were only JW.imhi annual- 
ly. Judge Taft shook III * bend. “There 
are bigger and better things than mon- 
ey," was Ills reply to those gili'nl sug- 
gestions. lie was then thirty-live. He 
was a poor man.

■A Real Altruist. 

tn the beginning of onr oc< tipntU>n of 
the Phlllpp'noa the problems there 
# were military. Nothing «>f civil func- 
tions could be essays until the rebel- 
lion bad boon put down. In the midst 
of thN the first Philippine commission 
was sent out to look over the situation 
•‘as bearers of the blessings of a nitr- 
ating rather than a conquering na- 
tion.” as President McKinley wrote. 
The commissioners decided that It was 
a bad mess. , 

Mr. McKinley was advised to try ♦« 
do nothing by civil jMiwer. but to give 
a military governor full sway. This 
would have been n fatal error. Any 
continuance of the military' govern- 
ment beyond the time when Its stern 
restrictions were required to Induce 
peace and maintain It would still fur- 
ther have Jeopardized the trust of the 
natives In our good faith. And It had 
already been so strained that It wonid 
stand no more tension. 

The people at home, too, were grow- 
ing thoroughly out of conceit with "the 
little brown brother." Our appetite 
had become sated of military conquest. 
Too many long, narrow boxes were 
shipped over sea and laud for inter- 
ment In village churchyards, too many 
mothers mourned sons, done to death 
by bullets or hole, to support general 
conviction In the doctrine of expan- 
sion. We thought we had no | robuype 
of Cromer, no giants of colonial admin 
Istrntion "upon whom Mr. McKinley 
might call t-> ''lay t’ c foundations < !' a 
superior i Ivlllzatlon. with people ref 
crem e to tlu* needs of the iieopie to be 
governed and with definite reference 
to the welfare of the Islands, both ma- 
terial and moral." as he had put ij. 

There was dearth of men wholly In 
harmony with the provident's concep- 
tion of what otir national duty to the 
Filipinos comprised, who would oon- 
, ntantly bear In mind that It was liber- 
ty they wanted, liberty that they 
should have, as Mr. McKinley had 
promised, pledging onr faith as a na- 
tion-liberty. nH he wrote, “of the 
whole Filipino people and not of n 
decimal fraction of them, who through 
the leadership of education and prop- 
erty have acquired a domination over 
the great mass." 

Mr. Taft had not been thought of. If 
bis sentiments on the Philippine ques- 
tion was known It was patent that lie 
* was neither a believer In Mr. McKin- 
ley's policy nor In onr ethical right to 
be In the Islands. Said the president 
one day to the then secretary of state. 
William R. Day, “I want a man who 1< 
a tron g. honest and tactful, a man of 
education and executive ability, a man 
who Is fearless, but conservative, who 
will get along with the army people." 

"Judge Taft fills the bill If he will 
take the Job,” raid Mr. Day In n stroke 
of Inspirational genius. They sent for 
Judge Taft, who was then on the su 
preme court bench, and told him what 
was wanted. He shook his head. 

“I ennnot be u#*uso to you there. Mr 
President," lie answered. “I didn't 
want to take the Philippines. It was 
a mistake.” The president regarded 
him musingly for n moment, then. 
"Nor did 1 want to take them." said 
he. “1 had to. Tliero was nothing else 
to do. We must build a new nation out 
there. 1 want you to help us.” 

Secretary of War Root added his 
persuasions. He showed both sides of 
the medal*to Judge Taft. Perhaps he 
was motived more shrewdly than he 
affected, for ho descanted upon the dif- 
ficulties of the task compared with 
the congenial and relatively easy work 
that Judge Taft had upon the bench, 
with the almost ultimate certainty of 
being elevated to tbe supreme court 
He must forego nil this, said Mr. Root. 

But wbat a chance offered In the 
Philippines to do. to create, to dis- 
prove the lnfallabillty of some of Eng- 
land's i>et theories of colonization, to 
bring Into being a nation. Such argu- 
ments turned tbe tide. Judge Taft ac- 
cepted one of those duties "which," to 
quote him, “la an entirety and not 
fulfilled until it is entirely fulfilled.” 

As he took ship, und always after- 
ward. there was In bis mind the con- 
cluding paragraph of Ihe Instructions 
given him by the president: 

“A high and sacred obligation rests 
upon tbe government of the United 
States to give protection for property 
and life, civil and religious freedom 
and wise, firm and unselfish guidance 
tn the paths of peace nnd prosperity to 
all the peopfes of the Philippine Is- 
lands. I chnrge this commission to 
tabor for the full performance of this 
obligation, which concerna the honor 
uud>onscteuce of tbelr country. In the 
firm hope that through their labors all 
tbe people lu the Philippines may come 
to look buck with gratitude to the dny 
when God gave victory to the Ameri- 
can arms at Manila and set tbelr land 
Under tbe sovereignty and tbe protec- 
tion of th$ people of the United States.” 
Altruistic, perhaps, but Mr. Taft Is 
an altruist. It needed nn altruist to 
Compass tbe requirements rpcclflcd hi 
. tfbe quotation to the letter nud pave 
the way fpr the fulfillment of Mr. M ■ 
Klnley's “firm hoi»e." as Mr. Taft has 
done.

“We Insist that the labor movement shall remain as free and Independent front political domination as It 
has ever been In Its history." 

That sentence Is the keynote to a statement made by Daniel J. Keefe of Detroit, Mich., president of the 
International Longshoremen, Marine and Transport Workers’ association and sixth vice president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Lnb^r. 

In his statement, which he made In answer to n query from the editor of tho Buffalo Republic, Mr. Keefe 
eays: 

“I desire to say that the American Federation of Labor la not committed to any political party, nor has 
any candidate for president been Indorsed by the executive council. 

"I am of the belief that the^general public does not fully understand the position of the executive council 
of the American Federation of Labor In the present campaign. The policy of the labor movement Is nonparti- 
san and Is ns follows: 

“We desire to refute here the aspersions that have been cast upon the executive council und partleuldrly 
one of Its members. President Gompers, that It Is our purpose or his to dictate to the working people of our 
country how they shall cast their votes In the coming elections, nor baa any one promised the vote of the work- 
ing people to any particular party. We huve strongly, clearly and emphatically, us It was our duty, presented 
the situation In which the working people of the country find themselves, the demand.) which lubor has made 
upon both political parties as to necessary action, which they should take, the treaunent they have received, 
and have appealed to the Judgment and patriotism of the working people and the friends of labor throughout 
the country, since both political, parties have spoken, to make tbelr cholc* as their conscience may dictate. 

"The misrepresentation of newspapers and others to the contrary notwithstanding, we repeat and Insist, 
and we have ao conducted and propose to so conduct onr course, that the labor movement shall remain as free 
nnd Independent from political domination as It has ever been In Its history. 

"The foregoing does not commit the American Federation of Labor to any political party and Is nonparti- 
san. which permits union men to vote for whom they may please for president and other offices without fear of 
criticism. All of which I heartily Indorse. 

“Some of the members of the executive council of the American Federation of Labor no doubt will sup- 
port and vote for Mr. Bryan, which Is fhelr individual right I shall support and vote for Mr. Taft, who was 
admitted to membership In the International Brotherhood of Steam Shovel and Dredge Men on account of bis 
strong advocacy of tho enforcement of the eight hour law on all government work comtug under the jurisdic- 
tion of the war department and If tbe eight boar day did not become an established fact In connection with 
dredge work It wna the fault of the workmen and not the fanlt of the secretary of war. 

“I might add further that Mr. Taft, as secretary of war, has done more to Inforce laws In faver of organ- 
ized labor than all tils predecessors.”
